o r a man damu s su it writhin g the n ex t 
week . 
Mr. Fry was o n e o f the co n ­ 
tracto rs who su bmitted a bid fo r the 
p av in g o f Main an d Seco n d streets 
u n der the three-mile law’ an d he say s 
that he believ es that he sho u ld hav e 
bad the co n tract sin ce he was the 
lo west bidder. 
Fo r that reaso n Mr. Fry say s that 
lie will file su it. 
He had the lo west 
bid o n each o n e o f the streets, bu t 
his bid was rejected becau se it sp ec­ 
ified that Terre Hau te brick be u sed. 
Mr. Fry * said y esterday that that 
grade o f brick was as go o d as an y 
o ther an d that they were bein g u sed 
in p av in g streets all o v er the co u n ­ 
try . 
The fact that h$ was n o t giv en the 
co n tract when he had the lo west bid 
is the q u estio n which he ex p ects to 
raise in his co mp lain t. 
He claims 
an d say s that he will embo dy it in 
the co mp lain t, that there 
was an 
erro r in the su rv ey . 
He said y ester­ 
day that the su rv ey o f Main street 
was n in e hu n dred an d fo u r y ards to o 
great an d that the su rv ey o n Seco n d 
street was six hu n dred an d o n e y ard 
to o great. He made his estimate fro m 
his o wn su rv ey . 
Mr. Fry stated y esterday that he 
had su rv ey o rs here o n Ju n e first an d 
that they wen t o v er the two streets 
an d to ck what he believ es are co rrect 
measu remen ts. 
He say s that 
they 
carried their tap e 
alo n g u n der a 
n ewsp ap er an d in that man n er k ep t 
the fact that they were mak in g the 
su rv ey a secret. 
The co u n ty co mmissio n ers reserv ­ 
ed the right to reject an y o r all bids 
an d fo r that reaso n they were n o t 
co mp elled to giv e the co n tract to the 
lo west bidder if the bid did n o t co m­ 
p ly with the co n ditio n s su rro u n din g 
the co n tract. They did n o t thin k the 
brick made by the Terre Hau te Brick 
co mp an y were o f go o d en o u gh q u al­ 
ity an d fo r that reaso n did n o t award 
the co n tract to Mr. Fry .

Significant Meeting. 
Cambridg e, Mass., Ju ne 30.—Theo ­ 
do re Ro o sev elt was the central fig u re 
at Harv ard’s co mmencement and shar­ 
ed with Go v erno r Hu g hes o f New Yo rk 
the interest o f the day . Ro o sev elt was 
here in his o fficial capacity as presi­ 
dent o f the Harv ard alu mni, to which 
he was elected last winter. Ho no rarv 
deg rees to the nu mber o f twelv e were 
co nferred. 
There was so me su rprise 
that Ro o sev elt was no t so ho no red, as 
he has had no thing fro m Harv ard bu t 
his deg ree. 
Go v erno r Hu g hes was 
made an ho no rary do cto r o f laws, as 
were also J. Pierpo nt Mo rg an and Gen­ 
eral Ho race Po rter. 
In co nnectio n with the presence to ­ 
g ether here o f Mr. Ro o sev elt and Go v ­ 
erno r Hu g hes, a co nv ersatio n which 
the two had may tu rn o u t to hav e 
mu ch sig nificance. They co nv ersed in 
an animated fashio n fo r so me minu tes, 
and fro m phrases which were o v er­ 
heard it was apparent that their talk 
was o n po litics. At the meeting o f the 
alu mni Ro o sev elt and Hu g hes bo th 
made 
reference 
to this talk, and 
tho u g h their ex pressio ns were g u ard­ 
ed, Mr. Ro o sev elt admitted that he 
was to enter ag ain and at o nce into 
po litical activ ity in New Yo rk state, 
and that he wo u ld su ppo rt Go v erno r 
Hu g hes in the fig ht which he is wag ­ 
ing in the leg islatu re fo r decent g o v ­ 
ernment. 
Go v erno r Hu g hes referred 
to Mr. Ro o sev elt as the “first citizen 
o f the co u ntry , a man who while per­ 
ceiv ing the place o f parties in natio nal 
life, is y et big eno u g h to rise abo v e 
parties.” 
Later Co lo nel Ro o sev elt sent to 
Chairman Grisco m o f the New Yo rk 
Repu blican co u nty co mmittee a dis­ 
patch stating that g reat nu mbers o f 
Repu blicans and independent v o ters all 
o v er the state had written him u rg ing 
the passag e o f direct primary leg isla­ 
tio n, and that hav ing seen Go v erno r 
Hu g hes and hav ing learned Grisco m’s 
v iews fro m the latter’s representativ e, 
it seemed to the co lo nel that the Co bb 
bill with the amendments pro po sed by 
Grisco m meets the needs o f the case. 
“I think the peo ple demand it,” co n­ 
clu ded the Ro o sev elt dispatch, “and I 
mo st earnestly ho pe that it will be 
enacted into law.” It is sig nificant in 
this co nnectio n to kno w7 that the New 
Yo rk assembly ju diciary co mmittee 
had decided to repo rt all direct no m­ 
inatio n bills adv ersely to day , and had 
issu ed a fo rmal ty pewritten statement 
g iv ing its reaso ns.

If the bribery charges 
of Kern against Shiv ely cau sed amaze­ 
ment, that wonder was matched by 
Mr.

W ith­ 
ou t retracting the bribery charges. 
Kern offered fu lsome flattery to Shiv e­ 
ly , and pu blicly pledged himself to 
talk “tem perately ” in fu tu re. 
As one 
of the Democratic editors say s, “Kern 
is hermetically sealed.” 
Those same Indiana people are ask­ 
ing, in some little wonderment, why 
Gov ernor Marshall was not a central 
figu re at the Democratic editors’ fest 
in the French Lick Casino neighbor­ 
hood. The editors v oted to accept Tom 
Taggart’s 
inv itation. 
Tho 
editors 
made u p the program. 
The editors 
chose the speakers. 
Crawford Fair­ 
banks and Tom Taggart, with John 
Kern, Lieu tenant Gov ernor Frank Hall 
and Sam Ralston, were on the receiv ­ 
ing line. 
W here was Gov ernor Marshall, and 
where was his speech, key noting for 
the Democratic press? W as Gov ernor 
Marshall ex pected, or did he refu se to 
v entu re into the classic Casino pre­ 
cincts? 
The Democratic gov ernor was prais­ 
ed in the resolu tions passed by the 
editors, bu t his presence did not grace 
the scene, nor did his v oice rise in the 
home of Taggartism. 
It is a q u eer political situ ation which 
makes it necessary for the Democratic 
gov ernor and the Democratic press to 
play at cross-pu rposes. 
It is a situ a­ 
tion pecu liar to Taggart domination. 
The presence of the benign King 
Momu s C. Fairbanks, 
Terre Hau te 
mu lti-millionaire, apparently made u p 
in large part for the absence of the 
Democratic gov ernor. The presence of 
Crawford Fairbanks at the elbow of 
Tom Taggart apparently was taken by 
the editors to mean that the Fairbanks 
cashbox once more is to be opened in 
the Taggart campaign. 
Ordinarily In­ 
diana Democrats wou ld hesitate to 
play Crawford Fairbanks as a central 
figu re of their banq u ets. 
Bu t this is 
no ordinary y ear for Indiana Demo­ 
crats.

He has captu red the Democratic 
editors, or a m ajority of them.

prov ided for the members of ou r asso­ 
c ia tion at his great French Lick hotel 
is another ev idence of his generou s na­ 
tu re, and we 
ex perience a genu ine 
pleasu re in assu ring him in a pu blic 
m anner of ou r personal attachm ent to 
him as a friend, and of ou r u nbou nded 
faith in him as a man and a citizen.” 
Ev ery tinhorn sport, crou pier, tou t 
and dice roller in Indiana no dou bt will 
say a lou d “amen” to that beau tifu l 
and sou lfu l resolu tion passed with 
su ch enthu siasm by the Democratic 
editors of Indiana. Bu t how abou t the 
plain citizens? 
Do they share this 
“u nbou nded faith” in Taggart? 


Whe re Doe s Ma rs ha ll Come In? 
Speaking of the Taggartized French 
Lick Democratic editorial conv ention, 
the Terre Hau te Tribu ne, Crawford 
Fairbanks’s paper, say s: 
“It was a 
most felicitou s and happy occasion for 
Indiana Democrats.”

The red clov er liay crop is in a 
pecu liar condition. 
It is a condition 
which many farmers do not remem­ 
ber to hav e ev er noticed heretofore. 
The clov er plant has on its leav es 
and stem a wax y flu id resembling 
molasses. The first the farmers knew 
of it was when they went into their 
fields to see if the clov er was ready 
for harv est. 
The dogs which hu nt 
throu gh the clov er come ou t of the 
field cov ered with the 
sticky 
su b­ 
stance. 
It is the opinion of some 
men that this sticky 
su bstance 
is 
placed there by some kind of an in­ 
sect and they wonder if this deposit 
on the stalks will inju re the clov er as 
food. 
.When walking 
throu gh 
his 
clov er meadow In the morning, one’s 
shoes become coated with the sticky 
stu ff. 
Some of the farm papers giv es the 
opinion that it comes from a small 
insect of the 
su ckling v ariety . 
It 
has been noticed on all 
forms 
of 
plant life this y ear, seeming to be 
present in larger nu mbers than .ev er 
before. The insect in itself seems to 
be harmless as far as the plant is 
concerned, no change in the growing 
Cj 
o 
o 
being noticeable. 
It may be fou nd 
hav ing the same form bu t differing 
in color. 
On the clov er stalks it is 
pu re white, on some rose bu shes red 
and green, while it has been long fa ­ 
miliar in the brown and black bu gs 
on the lower side of the leav es on 
cherry trees. 
The growth of the plant does not 
seem to hav e been retarded. The crop 
of clov er in this cou nty promises to 
be more than an 
av erage, bu t the 
plant is slow in ripening. Very little 
clov er hay has been cu t, and some 
farmers who began last week q u it be­ 
cau se they thou ght the hay was too 
gree. Had the weather continu ed dry 
many farmers wou ld 
hav e 
begu n 
their clov er harv est this week.

opening of such depositories is left to 
the discretion of a board of three 
trustees, consisting of the postmast­ 
er general, the.

This board is given complete control 
of the depositories

ble time for the board to prepare its 
regulations, it is impossible at this 
time to predict when the postal bank­ 
ing system will be in operation.

Bern Near Here. 


NEWS OF FIGHT 


A WEALTHY MAN OF COUNTY. 


Left This County When Twelve Years 


Old and Made His Fortune 


Out of Timber. 


Francis M. Sparks died Tu esday 
night at his ho me no rtheast o f this 
city o f paraly sis, say s the Greenfield 
Repo rter. 
The fu neral will be at the 
residence Thu rsday 
at 10 o ’clo ck, 
co ndu cted by the Rev . J. W. Co nner 
o f the Christian chu rch. 
Interment 
at Simmo ns cemetery . 
Francis M. Sparks was o n e o f the 
wealthy men o f thi* co u nty . 
He was 
bo ra near Ru shv ille 
December 12, 
18 32, the o nly child o f Tho mpso n and 
Lu cy Sparks. 
His father died at the 
age o f 26 y ears in 18 33. 
At the age o f twelv e y ears Francis 
Sparks came to this co u nty with his 
mo ther, treating in Bro wn to wnship. 
Determined to o wn a ho me o f his o wn 
he o btained po s-essio n o f fo rty acres 
o f land, later adding 8 0 mo re, which 
he cleared and so ld in 18 69 . The fo l­ 
lo wing y ear Mr. Sparks lo cated o n 
his present farm, gradu ally adding to 
it u ntil the farm co ntained 467 acres. 
Here lie carried o n all kinds o f Farm­
